No Traveling to Gilead 


Supervisor Vallie Brown drafts legislation that could provide a hefty financial hit to the 20 states that have limited reproductive rights.

Last week’s near-complete ban 
on abortions in Alabama sent the na- 
tion's progressives into a panic. While 
many states across the United States 
have been slowly chipping away at Roe v. 
Wade — which allows abortion up to 24 
weeks — the reduction of that time pe- 
riod to six weeks in Alabama was shock- 
ing. Across the country women have 
rallied and shared links to the Yellow- 
hammer Fund, a nonprofit that helps fi- 
nance travel out of the state for women 
in need of later-term abortions. But a 
small donation is next to nothing com- 
pared to the impending rollback of our 
reproductive rights. 

Now, however, a new battle has 
begun. On Tuesday, San Francisco 
Supervisor Vallie Brown announced a 
plan to ban city-funded travel to, pur- 


chases from, and contracts with any 
state with a law that restricts women 
from accessing abortion. And while 
Alabama’s is by far the most severe, it’s 
got company: All told, 20 states across 
the nation have limitations on how 
long a pregnancy can last before abor- 
tion is deemed illegal. 

“As we're seeing this moving 
forward, I’ve felt like we should be 
pushing something that makes a dif- 
ference,” Brown tells SF Weekly. “We 
feel protected, but when the health of 
women across the country are in jeop- 
ardy, us women in San Francisco need 
to stand up and say, ‘No.’” 

The legislation is still being draft- 
ed, but it’s similar in style to a 2016 
San Francisco travel ban authored by 
then-Supervisor Scott Wiener, which 
applies to any state with laws that

discriminate against LGBTQ people. 
It’s a wide range of qualifications, too. 
Banning gay parents from fostering or 
adopting kids is one; refusing to create 
gender-neutral restrooms in schools 
another. The State of California enact- 
ed a similar ban the same year. 

The LGBTQ discrimination travel 
ban is updated twice a year, and cur- 
rently has 10 states on it: Alabama, 
Kansas, Kentucky, Mississippi, North 
Carolina, Oklahoma, South Carolina, 
South Dakota, Tennessee, and Texas. 
Nine of these states overlap with 
Brown's pending legislation, under 
which 10 more would be added: Arkan- 
sas, Georgia, Indiana, Iowa, Louisiana, 
Nebraska, North Dakota, Ohio, West 
Virginia, and Wisconsin. 

“States that are having these horrif- 
ic bans, I'd like to see them hurt finan-

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cially,” Brown says. “That is a universal 
language of economic health. If they’re 
going to put women in a situation 

that could hurt their economic health 
— like having children when they’re 
not ready — then we should hurt their 
economic health as a state.” 

It’s a bold move, and it could affect 
everything from contracts with engi- 
neers in other states to athletic games 
to the purchasing of infrastructure 
equipment. Exceptions include things 
like vital medical equipment for our 
hospitals, and careful consideration 
will be given to companies in conser- 
vative states who have taken a strong 
stand against their local government. 
Dell Computers, for example, is head- 
quartered in Texas, but has been a 
strong advocate for its LGBTQ em- 
ployees and the queer community at 
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large. They’re given an exception under 
Wiener’s bill. 

But it does send a strong message, 
and could help get companies on board 
in opposing their local legislator’s 
hateful bills. 

“You don’t want to punish compa- 
nies or people that are really fighting 
the fight for anti-discrimination,” 
Brown points out. 

Thus far, Alabama’s leaders seem 
ignorant to the impact their new six- 
week law could have economically. 
Governor Kay Ivey told the Associated 
Press last week that she doesn’t antici- 
pate a hit to the state’s tourism. 

“Alabama has a lot of different va- 
riety of things to visit and enjoy and 
our visitors will continue to come,” 
Ivey said. 

But San Francisco is a major econ- 
omy. Withholding any part of its $11 
billion annual budget can have a big 
impact on another state’s wealth — 
something the City Administrator’s 
office is currently examining. 

For Brown, this legislation is per- 
sonal. When she was only 14, her 
mother died from diabetes at the age 
of 40 — in large part because they 
didn’t have health insurance, and the 
disease went undiagnosed for years. 
The importance of reproductive-rights 
clinics go beyond just reproductive 
health. They’re often the only place 
low-income women go for healthcare, 
offering a valuable opportunity to in- 
tervene with other health issues before 
they become serious. 

“If my mother had had a place 
where she could have gone in she 
might not have passed away,’ Brown 
says. We have to have health clinics 
for women to go into, not just for re- 
productive rights, but to feel comfort- 
able with their overall general health.” 

The legislation will be drafted in 
the coming weeks, with the support 
of the Commission on the Status of 
Women, the Department of Women, 
and Planned Parenthood Northern 
California. It will then go in front of 
the Board of Supervisors for a vote. 

“It’s a really tough battle, and until 
the next election in 2020, it’ll continue 
to be,” Brown says. “It’s terrifying and 
I’m worried we're going to keep going 
back. Are we going to have our right to 
vote taken away next? I see them just 
tearing apart our rights in the next 
year. We need to stop them now, be- 
fore they completely shred them.”

Strike?

Could it become the next big fight for California renters?

Glenn Foster’s Hayes Valley 
home sat in a relative state of peace for 
more than 15 years — until the new 
owner, megalandlord Veritas Invest- 
ments, shook things up. Construction 
took place six days a week, from early 
morning to the evening, preventing resi- 
dents from getting a decent night’s sleep. 
The elevator also suddenly started break- 
ing down more, affecting elderly tenants 
and people with disabilities, such as Fos- 
ter. 

After he spoke with his fellow 
rent-controlled neighbors about their 
building’s sudden flood of issues, 
roughly 20 of them formed a tenant 
association to take a stand against 
landlords who dodge their complaints 
and emails. But despite San Francisco’s 
renter protections and the group’s 
appeals to the Rent Board, their rent 
has risen about $500 in five years — a 
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sizeable amount for people living on 
fixed incomes. 

What Foster feels has been missing 
for his group of neighbors are laws 
with better enforcement. 

“Even though there’s protections 
on the table, there’s no teeth to them,” 
says Foster, a plaintiff in one of at least 
four lawsuits against Veritas. “There’s 
no recourse, except to go to court.” 

That’s where Senate Bill 529 came 
in. Authored by Tenants Together and 
sponsored by state Sen. Maria Elena 
Durazo, the bill would have allowed 
tenants to withhold rent, and essen- 
tially strike just as labor unions do. 

Tenant associations that would be 
protected under the bill must consist 
of renters from three or more units un- 
der the same landlord and must adopt 
bylaws. They would be able to withhold 
rent for up to 30 days, at most twice 
in a calendar year, in the event their 
landlord fails to respond to written 
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complaints about habitability issues, 
rent increases, or noncompliance with 
the law, within 30 days. 

Members must vote to authorize 
the strike, and write a cashiers check 
or purchase a money order to set aside 
the collective rent payment. The idea is 
to bring landlords the table for good- 
faith negotiations with leverage that 
tenants currently lack — relieving 
the overburdened court system while 
they’re at it. 

“People have the right to organize 
at work, but they don’t have the right 
to organize at home,” says Shanti 
Singh, spokesperson for Tenants To- 
gether. “There are a lot of communities 
that don’t have any organizing infra- 
structure. We're trying to build that 
infrastructure.” 

The Housing Rights Coalition of San 
Francisco has also prioritized efforts to 
support SB 529, with lead community 
organizer Brad Hirn saying it could

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bring landlords to the table and ex- 
pand the rights of just cause evictions 
to areas of the state mostly lacking it. 
The bill’s main purpose is to protect 
tenants with the same landlord from 
retaliation. 

“The bill is meant to create and 
codify a process for good faith nego- 
tiations that doesn’t currently exist,” 
Hirn says. “The prospect of a public 
rent strike is much more leverage than 
shaming a landlord or the same old 
types of letters that we already do.” 

However, opposition quickly mar- 
shaled. The California Apartment 
Association, California Chamber of 
Commerce, California Association 
of Realtors, and California Business 
Properties Association raised concerns 
over the potential abuse of the right 
to strike, saying that other avenues to 
mediate tenant-landlord disputes al- 
ready exist. But these groups also took 
issue with specifying cause for eviction 


in writing, as they believe it will lead 
to significantly higher rents and “put 
good tenants in danger” by making it 
difficult to remove bad tenants. 

“In California, it’s too expensive 
and time-consuming to terminate a 
tenancy, and most owners would much 
prefer to work with a tenant,” the 
group wrote in an April letter. “Califor- 
nia law already has some of the stron- 
gest protections in place for tenants 
who face retaliatory or discriminatory 
evictions.” 

Foster and his fellow Veritas ten- 
ants went to the State Capitol to speak 
to the bill’s need, facing down the op- 
posing real-estate lobby. The same day, 
the Appropriations Committee sent SB 
527 to the full Senate — yet without 
the provision allowing tenants to with- 
hold rent. 

Nevertheless, the fight is not over. 
Tenants Together Executive Director 
Lupe Arreola indicated that her orga- 
nization will still seek to add the provi- 
sion back in — or, at least, allow local 
jurisdictions to take up the matter. 

“This bill is still strong and will 
create the space for tenants to orga- 
nize without the very real threat of 
retaliation,” state Sen. Durazo tells 
SF Weekly. “Not only does the bill still 
contain provisions codifying protected 
organizing activities, but it retains the 
essential piece of requiring a landlord 
to state in writing what the reason for 
eviction is, and that reason must be 
the dominant motive for eviction.” 

But Foster represents the segment 
of tenant advocates disappointed by 
the major amendment. He feels it was 
a way to satisfy both the real estate in- 
dustry and the growing tenants’ rights 
movement in California, but that 
it’s not working for the latter. If San 
Francisco tenants are having problems 
enforcing their rights, state laws need 
to adjust to that reality. 

“The determination to get back 
out there is very strong,” Foster says. 
“Everything we put in there for rent- 
er-rights bills always gets diluted. It’s 
not appeasing us.”

Reclaims 
Cannabis 


The inspiration for Melonie and 
Melorra Green’s new exhibition, “Smoke 
& Mirrors,” wasn’t hard to find. Ina 
sense, it was literally all around them. 
Every time they saw a new billboard for a 
cannabis company or noticed a rib- 
bon-cutting for another dispensary fi- 
nanced by venture capitalists, it 
reminded them that the injustices that 
Black and Brown people face as a result 
of the War on Drugs had quickly been 
forgotten — if they'd even been consid- 
ered at all. 

Born in Memphis, twins Melonie 
and Melorra serve as co-executive 
directors of the African American Art 
& Culture Complex in the Western 
Addition. They’re also co-founders of 
the People’s Dispensary — a national, 
equity-focused effort to bring diversity 
to the industry. 
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In an effort to remedy the egre- 
gious reality that some folks are now 
planning IPOs around the very same 
thing that cost countless people of col- 


or their freedom — and, in some cases, 


their lives — the Green sisters have 
curated a remarkably timely and som- 
bering examination of the imbalances 
in power in the cannabis industry. 

On display at the African American 
Art & Culture Complex through July, 
this exhibit is intended as a reminder 
that while pot may be regulated, that 
doesn’t mean it’s legal. 

Well, technically speaking, it is 
permissible to consume and possess 
the plant here in California, but the 
distinction lies in parsing “legal” as an 
all-encompassing term. Yes, it may be 
legal for a white male software engi- 
neer to swing by a dispensary after his 
shift, but is it really legal for Black and 
Brown individuals when, according to 
the ACLU, Blacks continue to be 3.73 
times more likely than whites to be 
arrested for marijuana despite 
even usage rates for both eth- 
nicities? 

The work on display at 
“Smoke & Mirrors” places this 
disparity front and center, with 
art from the 1960s through 
today. 

“We get to be in the same in- 
dustry,” Melorra Green explains, 
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“but we experience this industry dif- 
ferently, right? We get to stand around 
a coffin. White people get to stand 
around a boardroom. That’s the flip for 
doing the very same thing.” 

Specifically, Green is referring 
to the work of Tracy Brown. Two of 
Brown's photographs that document 
the funerals of Black homicide victims 
are included in the exhibit. 

“T’ve documented a number of 
funerals,” Brown says. “I really pay at- 
tention to the fact that when we think 
about homicide, we just think about 
the person in the coffin. In actuality, 
the families and the communities are 
also greatly impacted.” 

That impact is a central focus for 
the exhibit, which also looks at the 
ways mainstream cannabis culture has 
appropriated from minorities as it has 
gained in popularity. An installation 
from the Green sisters touches on the 
concept of Impostefari — referring 
to those who borrow liberally from 
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the tenets of Rastafarianism without 
much thought to the fact that it is an 
actively practiced faith rooted in a sa- 
cred set of beliefs. 

On July 18, Brown will participate 
in a panel on the subject of Imposter- 
fari as part of a selection of education- 
al programming running in tandem 
with the exhibit. Other offerings 
include an artist talk on May 23 anda 
health summit on June 15. 

While many of the pieces in “Smoke 
& Mirrors” may rightfully evoke a 
sense of sorrow and shame, Melonie 
Green says that’s not all she wants vis- 
itors to take away. 

“Tt can’t just be about how often 
you stand on a soapbox, talk about 
how jacked up it is in your communi- 
ty, and see who will throw you a few 
pennies,” she says. “I think when a lot 
of people think about cannabis in its 
brightest form, there’s a Black person 
or Brown person behind how that’s 

even expressed. We need a real di- 
alogue around space and stepping 
back and making room and the idea 
that there’s enough for everyone. I 
think people need to put their mon- 
ey where their mouth is.” 

To that end, “Smoke & Mirrors” 
also features a selection of info- 
graphics — impeccably designed 
posters that clearly explain how 
aspects of cannabis like terpenes 
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and strains truly work. There is also a 
whiteboard where those who attend 
the exhibit can share their cannabis 
questions. 

In Brown’s estimation, all these 
extra efforts — the special panels, the 
educational components, the variety of 
artists carefully selected to contribute 
— speak to the fact that the exhibit’s 
true purpose extends beyond what’s 
on the walls. 

“We don't have the luxury of having 
a show full of white paintings with a 
dot in the corner,” she notes. “We as 
Black and Brown people have a respon- 
sibility to speak up, to make sure that 
our voices are heard, and also to make 
sure that we're using the medium of 
the visual arts and arts in general in a 
way that has the most impact. There 
are things that art can teach that 
words and voices may not be able to 
on their own. When you add that cre- 
ative energy to it — and we, as African 
people, are all about creativity — when 
you add that, it makes for a powerful 
teaching tool and a powerful tool for 
growth for everybody.”

This week’s question comes from Bob 
in Los Angeles, who writes: 


Q: “I was reading your columns 
online and see that you write a lot 
about Lyft and Uber. I drive for both. 
While driving recently late at night 
from LAX, I was sideswiped by a pick- 
up truck driver who changed lanes 
suddenly without looking. I slammed 
on my brakes to try and avoid collid- 
ing with the truck, but it hit the front 
of my car, forcing me into the con- 
crete dividing wall. The front and left 
side of my car is wrecked. My airbag 
went off, and both the passenger and 
I were injured. The police came and 
took a report, but I don’t have the li- 
cense plate of the pickup truck driver. 


I told the company and they told me 
to submit a claim with my insurance 
company. What should I do?” 


A: Bob, I hope you have sought 
and are receiving proper medical care 
for your injured neck. It is likely that 
your car insurance policy will not 
cover your losses. As you were trans- 
porting a passenger, your personal 
car insurance policy will most likely 
not apply as most personal policies 
contain an exclusion for commercial 
activity, meaning that there is no 
coverage if the vehicle is being used 
for business purposes. Commercial 
vehicles are recognized as presenting 
a greater risk of collisions, as they are 
used more frequently and for longer 
periods than personal vehicles, cover 
larger areas and engage in activities 
that may cause driver distraction. 


Even though your insurance most 
likely won't provide coverage, all is 
not lost: Both Lyft and Uber have 
uninsured motorist coverage that ap- 
plies when you have a paying passen- 
ger in the car. This insurance protects 
you if and when you are harmed by 
someone who does not have insur- 
ance as well as in situations, such 
as this, where you are injured by an 
unknown driver when certain condi- 
tions apply. 

California law states an uninsured 
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vehicle includes one where the owner 
is unknown so long as there is physi- 
cal contact between their vehicle and 
yours. The contact requirement exists 
to protect against fraud in situations 
where an owner crashes their own 
vehicle and then falsely claims it was 
because of another driver. 


Unfortunately, if you swerve 
because you are afraid of a collision 
and hit another car or fixed object, 
you will be unable to perfect a claim. 
Another anti-fraud requirement is 
the timely filing of a police report and 
an insurance claim. These are deemed 
to be indications of a truthful claim 
as itis a crime to file a false claim or 
police report. 


In your case, there was contact 
between your vehicles, so the contact 
requirement has been met. The police 
arrived and you filed a report with 
the company so those two require- 
ments have been met. You also have 
the passenger to provide testimony 
as to the contact. Both you and your 
passenger can file a claim through the 
company’s insurance for your person- 
al injuries, medical bills, wage loss 
and property damages. 


The insurance company owes you 
a duty to fairly and fully compensate 
you but it may not come as a surprise 
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that they often want to pay you as 
little as possible. They can raise the 
same defenses that the driver of the 
truck could raise if he/she had been 
identified. 


For example, to try and minimize 
their exposure, they can claim that 
you were speeding or that you overre- 
acted and that played a contributing 
factor in causing your injuries. If you 
feel that you are not being treated 
fairly, find a good trial lawyer to ad- 
vocate on your behalf. 


To the rest of the readership, I 
can’t recommend strongly enough 
that you obtain uninsured/underin- 
sured motorist coverage. Statistics 
show that as much as 25 percent of 
the vehicles on the road are unin- 
sured. If you are hit by one of these 
drivers and do not have uninsured 
motorist coverage, you will be left 
with no source of recovery for the 
damage to your car, your medical 
bills, your lost wages or your pain and 
suffering. 


Like uninsured motorist coverage, 
underinsured motorist coverage 
provides for recovery when you are 
harmed by someone who is inade- 
quately insured. California’s state 
minimum liability insurance require- 
ment is $15,000. This is less than an 
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ambulance ride and a trauma exam in 
most cases. If you are hit by someone 
with minimum coverage and you have 
$100,000 in underinsured motorist 
coverage, you can collect an addition- 
al $85,000 from your own carrier to 
help pay for your damages (including 
pain and suffering). 


You might question: “Why don't I 
get an additional $100,000?” Well, if 
you were in another state, such as Ar- 
izona, you would. But here in Califor- 
nia, the insurance lobby is well-mon- 
ied and, therefore, very powerful in 
Sacramento and they have fought off 
the efforts of consumer attorneys to 
provide insureds with the full value 
of their insurance policies. 


Uninsured/underinsured motorist 
coverage is not that expensive and 
the protection that it provides is 
invaluable when tragedy strikes. All 
too often we have seen people injured 
once by a collision only to be injured 
again when they find out that the 
driver who hit them has no insurance 
to pay for the damages. 


So, talk to your insurance broker. 
The several hundred dollars a year 
in extra premium is well worth the 
protection.

Let’s say you just grabbed a 
Vanilla Latte, a Protein Bowl, and a bot- 
tle of Frappuccino from Starbucks. You 
finish them, and, like any good progres- 
sive Californian, you throw your cups, 
lids, and containers into the proper recy- 
cling, compost, and landfill bins. You fig- 
ure, as most people do, that this will all 
be sustainably handled and reused in line 
with San Francisco’s famed Zero Waste 
policy, which was supposed to see S.F. 
producing no landfill trash by 2020. 

So each of the items you just tossed 
now begins its own journey into the 
waste-industrial complex. Here in San 
Francisco, Recology will collect the 
cardboard-cup sleeve and send it off to 
a paper mill, where it will be recycled 
and reused. Same goes for the glass 
Frappuccino bottle, which Recology 


will ship to San Leandro for a thorough 
scrubbing before it gets melted down 
in Modesto. It will be reincarnated as 
another fully functional glass bottle, 
back on shelves in as little as six weeks. 

But your latte cup, its lid, and the 
plastic bowl are unlikely to be recycled 
— even if you threw them in the blue 
bin. Believe it or not, your Starbucks 
plastic lid is not recyclable. The latte 
cup is lined with another type of plas- 
tic that isn’t recyclable, either, nor is 
some of the plastic on which your food 
was served. Further, even the things 
that are recyclable still might not get 
recycled — and you might never know 
it. 

That’s because the state of recycling 
in America is literally in flames. 


A recent disruption to the inter- 
national recycling trade has left some 


USS. cities incinerating all of the bottles, 
cans, cardboard, and plastic that their 
residents put out for curbside recycling 
— and the people who pay for recycling 
and trash pickup generally have no idea 
this is happening. 

Until the beginning of 2018, 
China had been the destination for 
much of the world’s recycling, but its 
government realized that accepting 
other countries’ garbage and recycling 
had become less lucrative and was 
starting to trash their environment. 
The Chinese declared a ban on nearly 
all foreign recyclables, a policy they 
pugilistically called “National Sword,” 
which left many cities around the 
world without a place to export materi- 
als for recycling. 

The United States is not handling 
this transition well. The New York Times 
found last year that much of Oregon 
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and Washington simply send their 
recycling to landfill and forget about 
it. Several cities nationwide have given 
up and stopped recycling altogether. 
In the most disturbing example, the 
Guardian reported in February that 
Philadelphia just hauls its many tons 
of plastic to an incinerator and burns 
it, with the side effects of asthma and 
increased cancer rates for nearby res- 
idents. 

Many well-intentioned Americans 
still dutifully separate our Starbucks 
containers, plastic water bottles, and 
gobs of Amazon packaging into the 
blue recycling bin, unaware that a 
global recycling crisis will divert these 
things straight to the trash dump or 
incinerator. Here in San Francisco, our 
official city waste management firm 
Recology has had to develop an entire- 
ly new approach to an altered recycling 
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landscape. 

“San Francisco is leading the re- 
sponse to National Sword,” Recology 
spokesperson Robert Reed tells SF 
Weekly. 

Recology handles a staggering 
700 tons of curbside recycling every 
day, and they estimate that about 80 
percent of this is paper and cardboard 
products unaffected by China’s ban. 
Same goes for glass, aluminum, and 
tin, which can still be repurposed at 
mills right here in the Bay Area. But all 
the water bottles, detergent jugs, and 
other single-use plastics we go through 
require new solutions that Recology is 
now trying to model for the country. 

The company says it’s finding dif- 
ferent buyers willing to repurpose that 
plastic. But the fuller story lies with a 
number of process overhauls that tar- 
get “contamination” — the grease on 
your pizza boxes, the coffee spilled all 
over the newspapers, or other impu- 
rities that the old lax Chinese system 
tolerated, but newer recycling buyers 
will not accept. And it’s every bit as 
much on us as it is on Recology to be 
more effective at cleaning our recycla- 
bles, laying off the plastic water bot- 
tles, and kicking the habit of single-use 
plastic products. 


At Recology’s Recycle Cen- 
tral warehouse on Pier 96, your recy- 
cled materials are separated, sorted, 
and scrunched into bales (just like 
hay). Bales of similar materials get 
compressed into giant, rectangular 
bricks that can be shuttered around 
on forklifts and stacked onto trucks or 
cargo ships. The new mills and manu- 
facturers that buy our recycling, some 
as far away as Indonesia and Southeast 
Asia, demand that these bales show 
impurity or contamination rates of less 
than one percent. 

“San Francisco is known interna- 
tionally for producing high-quality 
bales of recycled materials,” Reed 
insists. “This put San Francisco ahead 
of other cities and countries when 
China announced it would no longer 
accept bales of recycled paper and 
bales of recycled plastic from foreign 
countries with more than 0.5 percent 
impurities.” 

It is an article of faith among most 
cities’ recycling coordinators that 0.5 
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percent contamination is an unreach- 
ably high standard. The Grocery Manu- 
facturers Association insists that figure 
is “near impossible” to achieve, and 
several other cities’ waste managers 
have agreed 

Recology is having none of that 
defeatist mentality, and tries consis- 
tently to hit that magic 0.5 percent 
number. Doing so would meet China’s 
new stricter standards, allowing San 
Francisco to export our recycling to 
that country again, but as of now, 
Recology says they’ve gotten down to 1 
percent. A year ago, it was five percent. 
(For comparison purposes, Sacramento 
County’s contamination rate at that 
time was 25 percent.) 

It certainly helps that trash and 
recycling collection for the entire City 
and County of San Francisco is stream- 
lined through a single vendor that 
implements consistent systems and 
upgrades. In places like New York City, 
a patchwork of hundreds of competing 
waste management companies make 
uniform policies exceedingly difficult 
to enforce. 

But our Recology-only model can 
also inspire mistrust. In 2012, a law- 
suit and scandal showed the degree to 
which Recology had misrepresented 
just how much of the city’s waste was 
being diverted to landfill from recy- 
cling. 

Back then, San Francisco’s recycling 
and composting successes were the 
envy of every city that cared about 
sustainability. A Zero Waste program 
announced in 2003 set a high bar: 

By 2020, the city would produce no 
trash whatsoever, just compost and 
recycling. 

It seemed as though we were actu- 
ally doing that. In 2012, Mayor Ed Lee 
touted how the city was sending 80 
percent of its waste away from landfills 
and into environmentally progressive 
compost and recycling programs. San 
Francisco was named the “greenest city 
in North America” at the 2011 Aspen 
Ideas Festival, and The New York Times 
would go on to call us “the Silicon Val- 
ley of Recycling.” 

The Silicon Valley comparison may 
have been a little too apt, as it turned 
out the books were cooked to inflate 
our recycling percentages. A Recology 
whistleblower charged that the compa- 
ny had been fudging its diversion rates 
— which is to say, how much waste 
was going to recycling and how much 
was going to landfill. As detailed in a 
2014 Bay Guardian article, Recology 
misclassified construction waste as 
if it were recycling, even though that 
construction waste was going straight 
to a dump in Solano County, adding 
countless thousands of pounds to its 
recycling totals. 

To be fair, the same whistleblower 
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also made all manner of fraud and em- 
bezzlement charges against Recology, 
most of which did not hold up in court. 
But a jury found that Recology was 
making false claims on its diversion 
rates. The company was forced to pay 
$1.3 million back to ratepayers for 
bonuses they'd earned, and the “80 
percent diversion” claim was effectively 
retired. 

The city still keeps track of diver- 
sion rates, and these are available on- 
line. Under a revised and more honest 
standard, the good news is that the 
city has achieved a still-commendable 
60-percent diversion rate. The bad 
news is that rate has been almost flat 
for the last 10 years, with only incre- 
mental improvement. 

Zero Waste remains a goal among 
city planners, but 2020 is barely six 
months away. As you can see by the 
fact that you still have a black bin, San 
Francisco continues sending waste 
to landfill. While the city has made 
waste progress with styrofoam bans 
and charging extra for plastic bags, 
Mayor Breed has admitted Zero Waste 
by 2020 is absolutely not happening. 
At September’s Global Climate Action 
Summit, she announced a consider- 
ably more complicated and opaque 
goal of reducing waste “by 15 percent 
and landfill disposal by 50 percent by 
2030.” 

What does that even mean? 
Recology’s Reed says regulators and 
waste-management companies are 
“moving away from using landfill diver- 
sion as a yardstick of program success. 
The new paradigm is waste reduction 
and less to landfill.” 

Household recycling was popular- 
ized in the 1980s, and the practice is 
showing its age. We’re still not even 
very effective at it, as experts estimate 
that only 9 percent of U.S. plastic is 
recycled, anyway. Recycling, as we 
currently do it, is a legacy practice, and 
even the old tree-hugger phrase “Re- 
duce, Reuse, Recycle” is being sent out 
to the trash yard. 

“Refuse’ is the new ‘recycle, ” San 
Francisco Department of the Environ- 
ment spokesperson Peter Gallotta says. 

He doesn’t mean “REFF-yoose” in 
the sense of trash; he’s saying to refuse 
items sold in single-use packaging. The 
department’s new preferred motto is 
‘Reduce / Reuse.’ “That’s how we can 
put a stop to plastic pollution and litter 
on our streets, and also reduce what 
ends up in landfill,” he says. 

Yes, the word “recycling” has been 
removed from the unofficial motto of 
the modern sustainability movement. 
This reflects the realization that we 
can’t just recycle our way out of this 
environmental mess, we have to start 
producing less stuff. There is an onus 
on us, the consumers, to stop buying 
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so much single-use crap like plastic 
utensils, straws, and to-go Starbucks 
cups. The system is flooded with 
non-recyclable plastic because some of 
that stuff has been recycled so many 
times that it no longer has value. 

“Plastics aren't really ‘recycled’ like 
glass or metal, but rather down-cy- 
cled,” says Chance Claxton, co-founder 
of a Sausalito-based company called 
U-Konserve that makes reusable 
straws, containers, and other replace- 
ments for throw-away plastic items. 
“They degrade each time and turn into 
a lower-quality plastic product with 
less recycling value, which eventually 
heads to landfill.” 

Claxton points out that excessive 
packaging is the big culprit. 

“Forty percent of plastic produced 
is packaging, used just once and then 
discarded,” she says. 


One of the most insidious fac- 
tors in Americans’ terrible recycling hab- 
its is that we’ve been tricked by big 
brands into thinking that products and 
their packaging are environmentally 
friendly, when they absolutely are not. 
Brand names like Odwalla and Naked 
Juice, who are owned by Coca-Cola and 
PepsiCo, respectively, market products 
to look healthy and sustainable, but 
they’re often sold in single-use packag- 
ing that is not entirely recyclable. If you 
don’t see the little recycling symbol tri- 
angle with a number from one through 
seven embossed on the packaging, that 
plastic probably cannot be recycled. 

Plastic straws are also too small 
to be recycled, and San Francisco’s 
plastic-straw ban has properly shamed 
that single-use product to “straws on 
request only” status at many local es- 
tablishments. (It takes effect in July.) 
Disability advocates have complained 
that the straw ban is discriminatory, 
although there are companies that 
make reusable silicone, stainless steel, 
and metal straws. 

And don’t even get sustainability 
advocates started on plastic bottled 
water. 

“Stop buying water in plastic bot- 
tles,” Reed tells SF Weekly. “Switch to 
a metal water bottle. It can save more 
than $200 a year because you are no 
longer spending money on water in 
plastic bottles.” 

A cool innovation in solving the 
plastic water bottle scourge has come 
from an unlikely place: nightclubs. The 
Midway switched to refillable water 
bottles earlier this year, reducing its 
plastic consumption by two-thirds. 
Parent company Non Plus Ultra plans 
to extend that practice to the Old 
Mint, which it also owns. Across town, 
the Fillmore music hall has switched to 
serving water in more recycling-friend- 
ly aluminum cans. 





Other big brands are moving to- 
ward more sustainable packaging — or 
at least, they claim they are. One of 
the most notorious faux-sustainable 
scams is at Trader Joe’s, where produce 
is often elaborately and unnecessar- 
ily boxed in excessive clear packing. 
Trader Joe’s has issued statements 
and press releases claiming they’ll cut 
down on that sort of thing in 2019, but 
they’re only doing it because enough of 
their shoppers squawked, proving how 
consumers have the power to encour- 
age more responsible packaging. 

“Don't buy three zucchinis on a sty- 
rofoam tray packaged in Saran Wrap,” 
Reed advises. “Buy loose fruits and 
vegetables at a local farmers market.” 

Recology offers a clearinghouse of 
tips and advice on its new Better at the 
Bin website, a trusted source to resolve 
any debates on which ambiguous items 
belong in which bin. To clarify a few of 
the more commonly missorted items: 
Egg cartons go in the recycling, while 
used pizza boxes and paper take-out 
boxes go in the compost. To make 
things even more maddeningly compli- 
cated, the soft paper variety of clam- 
shell to-go boxes belong in the com- 
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post bin, while plastic clamshell to-go 
boxes are generally not recyclable. 
Those plastic to-go boxes and 
Starbucks-type lids cause relentless 
headaches for Recology, and not just 
because they aren’t recyclable. They 
contain food waste, which can con- 
taminate cardboard, paper, and other 
things which could have been recycled 
if not for the mess. Reed counts soy- 
sauce packets and candy-bar wrappers 
as other repeat offenders that do not 
belong in the recycling, and whose 
food waste ruins many a batch. 
“People are encouraged to help keep 
liquids and food out of recycling bins,” 
Reed says. “Doing so is key to protect- 
ing the quality of recycled paper and 
cardboard inside recycling bins.” 
Particularly in the Amazon era of 
increased consumer cardboard and 
throwaway Starbucks beverage con- 
tainers, that food and drink waste is 
particularly perilous. A small amount 
of coffee or unfinished wine can ruin 
disproportionate volumes of cardboard 
or paper. 
“In San Francisco, 80 percent of the 
material inside recycling bins is either 
paper or cardboard,” he explains. “Re- 





cycling one ton of paper saves 17 trees, 
and we need trees now more than 

ever. It’s important that we empty all 
bottles and cans before recycling them, 
and shake out food containers before 
tossing them in the blue bin.” 

The removal of food contamination 
from recyclable materials is a big rea- 
son why Recology just pumped $14 
million into upgrading Pier 96’s Recy- 
cle Central facility with state-of-the-art 
machinery to help get our contamina- 
tion rate lower than one percent. These 
upgrades include computer-controlled 
optical sorters, which Recology is the 
first company in North America to use. 

“We invested $14 million in modern 
recycling equipment at Recycle Cen- 
tral,” Reed says. “Components include 
seven optical sorters. Three are from 
France and employ the latest techno- 
logical advances in optical sorting.” 

Additional features also include 
14 sorting stations, more than any 
recycling facility in the U.S. Recolo- 
gy has added modern equipment to 


mechanically separate cardboard and 
glass from other materials, specialized 
presses that separate paper from plas- 
tic containers, and a new modernized 
glass-scrubbing system. Their contami- 
nation is getting a whole lot lower, but 
consumer behavior is a bigger driving 
factor in handling waste sustainably. 


Lost in the discussion of Ameri- 
ca’s worsening recycling situation is that 
we are getting much, much better at 
composting. A separate Recology facility 
for composting makes effective use of 
our improving knack for composting. Be- 
lieve it or not, San Francisco now pro- 
duces more compost (800 tons daily) 
than recycling (700 tons a day). 
“Recology opened a $19 million 
transfer station in December 2018 to 
receive and transfer compostable ma- 
terial,” Reed points out. “The new fa- 
cility provides updated infrastructure 
that will allow San Francisco to boost 
tons of food scraps and yard trimmings 
collected for composting, from 800 
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tons a day to more than 1,000 tonsa 
day.” 

That’s not insignificant in a city that 
generates up to 5,000 tons of waste 
per day. But for all of these high-tech, 
whiz-bang solutions, these systems 
only work if regular people clean and 
sort their waste and recycling properly. 
Small amounts of coffee, tomato sauce, 
or other liquids can completely gum up 
the works on a recycling line, and send 
large batches of perfectly good recycla- 
bles to landfill. 

Plastic bags are probably the worst 
offenders, clogging the machinery 
around twice a day at Recycle Central 
and representing one of the facili- 
ty’s biggest pains in the rear. Their 
still-ubiquitous use guarantees that 
plastic bags will remain a serious prob- 
lem. 

“Globally, we consume one million 
plastic bags a minute,” a resigned Reed 
says. 

The recycling industry has had 
these flaws all along, but consumers

never really knew about it because 
America’s recyclables were still flow- 
ing abroad. Now other countries are 
refusing our recycling, which might 
make you wonder if there’s any point 
in actually bothering to recycle. But 
waste management officials insist we 
shouldn't give up on the practice, we 
should just clean and sort our recycling 
a little better. 

“The most important message we 
want residents and businesses to know 
is that they should keep recycling,” 
Gallotta says. 

“All the reasons to recycle still ex- 
ist,” Reed tells SF Weekly. “Recycling 
keeps materials out of landfills, saves 
trees, provides materials for manufac- 
turing, and creates green jobs. In fact, 
recycling creates 10 times more jobs 
than either landfilling or incineration.” 

This talk of supposed green jobs 
should remind us that recycling is a 
business. Recology and other waste 
management companies don’t just

manage recycling out of civic duty, 
they do it because there’s an after-mar- 
ket value to those empty containers. 
Consumers, on the other hand, gen- 
erally recycle because we want to feel 
better about saving the planet, and it’s 
sort of an existential crisis that our 
learned recycling habits may never 
have been that effective. 

As for your Starbucks packaging, 
that chain has promised to make 
all their cups and lids recyclable or 
compostable, and to phase out plastic 
straws next year. Even if they make 
their cups and containers recyclable, 
the waste management industry is still 
suddenly struggling to find places to 
have it recycled. San Francisco is doing 
some nice, small-bore improvements 
with our nightclubs’ water bottle refills 
and our newfound attentiveness to 
composting. But the planet is having a 
plastic meltdown, and we need to use 
less of that stuff while the recycling 
industry sorts through it.

The Lab. Sadie Barnette: The New Eagle Creek 


Saloon: Sadie Barnette’s newest installation 
reimagines her father's bar - the first black- 
owned gay bar in San Francisco.

Remember the Chief from 
Where in the World Is Carmen Sandiego? 
The one who would always task you and 
your fellow gumshoes with finding the 
warrant and the loot and with all the “Do 
It A Capella”? Her name was Lynne Thig- 
pen, she starred in the 1973 film version 
of Godspell — and she plays a sultry, 
mysterious radio DJ in one of the all- 
time cult classic films, The Warriors. (All 
you ever see of her is her mouth speak- 
ing into the mic.) 

That 1979 movie is a sort of fore- 
runner to John Carpenter’s dystopian 
Escape from New York (1984), in which 
a potential truce among gangs as they 
attempt to wrest control of the city 
from the N.Y.P.D goes awry when a 
leader is shot dead. Framed for the 
deed, the leader of another gang, the 
Warriors, is killed in retaliation, and 
three survivors named Vermin, Co- 
chise, and Rembrandt have to flee by 
night from a park in the Bronx all the 
way back to Coney Island as the cops 
and every other band of homicidal 
thugs is trying to kill them. 

Filmed four years after New York 
declared bankruptcy and the entire 
city was descending into the gutter, it’s 
a nightmarish vision of a crime-riddled 
future that probably delighted a lot of 
suburban adolescent boys. Widely dis- 
paraged upon its release, it’s become 
a cult classic, best-known for the line, 
“Waaaaarriors, come out and plaaaay,” 
delivered by David Patrick Kelly — 
who went on to play Jerry Horne in 
Twin Peaks — while ominously clink- 
ing empty beer bottles together. It’s 
basically a Western, albeit one set very 
much in the Northeast when every 
square inch of the subway was covered 
in graffiti (and the fare was still only 
50 cents, payable by token). 

This Thursday, May 23, in collab- 
oration with Everything Ecstatic and 
Analog Time Machine, the Roxie The- 
ater celebrates the 40th anniversary 
of The Warriors with a screening of the 
film preceded by a 45-minute set by DJ 
Nutzeffekt, paying special attention to 
music based on and related to the mov- 
ie. (The Wu-Tang Clan famously quoted 
it, and “In the City,” the song that

Lynne Thigpen plays over the radio 
at the end, was originally written for 
the Eagles’ Joe Walsh, oddly enough.) 
And there’s going to be beer from Local 
Brewing Co., namely Honey Punches of 
Oats Pale Ale and Chasing Haze IPA. 
Shot by Walter Hill on a paltry $4 
million budget and based on a 1965 
novel that was in turn based on an 
ancient Greek tragedy, The Warriors 
was a success despite — because of ? — 





Paramount yanking ads after reports 
of vandalism and even a few killings 

at movie theaters. (Presumably rivals 
from real-life gangs found themselves 
in the same single-screen movie pal- 
aces at the same time.) Is the Roxie 
taking a huge risk here? Probably some 
members of the Gramercy Riffs and 
the Rogues qualify for Social Security 
by now, but we'll see.

Rated R. Opens Friday at the Embarcadero 
Center Cinema. 
Whether J.J. Abrams’ The Force Awakens 
or Michael Haneke’s The White Ribbon, 
narrative films are ultimately a series of 
conversations. Olivier Assayas’ new Non- 
Fiction is one of those films where you 
can't help noticing that it’s pretty much all 
talk, but it’s no less entertaining for that. 
It’s also something of a spiritual sequel 
to Assayas’ equally conversational 2015 
Clouds of Sils Maria, right down to featuring 
Juliette Binoche as an actress worried she’s 
aging out of her profession. The story, 
such as it is, involves novelist Léonard 
(Vincent Macaigne), whose new book has 
been rejected by his longtime editor Alain 
(Guillaume Canet), and without being aware 
that it’s a roman a clef about Léonard’s 
affair with Alain’s spouse, Selena (Binoche). 
Meanwhile, Alain himself is having an 
affair with Laure (Christa Théret), who is 
in charge of his publishing firm’s transition 
to a focus on digital formats, unpredictable 
as the market is. Assayas keeps the series 
of hangouts visually interesting by varying 
the locations, including frequent visits to 
crowded cafes where the world continues 
to spin as if the minutiae of the publishing 
industry were of no concern to most people. 
Your mileage may vary depending on how 
invested you are in the future of publishing, 
but for those interested in such things, Non-

Nureyev 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Roxie 
Theater. 
It’s a good month for fans of sexy Russian 
dancers: Hot on the heels of the Ralph 
Fiennes’ Rudolph Nureyev biopic The White 
Crow comes David and Jacqui Morris’ more 
prosaically titled documentary, Nureyev. 
Whereas Crow ended with his 1961 
defection from the Soviet Union to the West, 
the Morris siblings cover Rudi’s life until his 
death in 1993. Taking the longer view allows 
them to reckon with just what a big celebrity 
he was at the time — he received ovations 
from the audience of The Dick Cavett Show, 
which was admittedly never a cross-section 
of the American public — and give a better 
sense of his significance during the Cold 
War. Nureyev never suggests the defection 
was a bad thing, but it also strives to show 
there was a ripple effect that hurt other 
people. The Morrises also deal more frankly 
with Rudi’s queerness and eventual death 
from AIDS, and especially his relationship 
with fellow dancer Erik Bruhn. Not unlike 
the man himself, Nureyev is overflowing 
with style. New dance sequences are created 
to represent periods in Rudi’s life, although 
the frequent use of centuries-spanning 
quotations gets to be a bit much, including 
a popular internet misquote of Bob Dylan’s 
“Ballad in Plain D.” But what matters is the 
story, and Nureyev tells a good one. SC

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The Struggle to Find Faith and Meaning in 


The Good Book

The Good Book is full of sound 


and fury, but if you aren’t Christian or 
haven't read the Bible (God forbid!) the 
melodramatic storyline doesn’t signify 
very much to the everyday heathen. All 
the hullabaloo concerns two divergent 
plot lines that, like a divine miracle, con- 
verge in a contrived final scene. Lisa Pe- 
terson (who also directed) and Denis 
O’Hare co-wrote a script that tests the 
faith of a card-carrying atheist and, sepa- 
rately, a conflicted, penitential homosex- 
ual. To the religious right, both seem like 
perfect candidates meant for eternal 
burning in Hell. To a pragmatic agnostic 
— obviously, a minority party in Amer- 
ica — it’s hard to understand what all the 
fuss is about. 

How Miriam and Connor end up 
stitched together in the same play also 
stretches the limits of narrative cre- 
dulity. Miriam (Annette O’Toole), the 
atheist, is an academic who’s devoted 
her entire career to — you guessed it 
— studying the Bible. She’s got a wry 
enough sense of humor about herself 
to find the irony in this juxtaposition. 
But in her long, successful career she 
hasn't found that her atheism is in- 
compatible with her research or her 
students’ beliefs. For her, it’s nota 
religious text. The Bible is, instead, 
an arbitrary collection of myths, like 
Ovid’s Metamorphoses or Grimm’s Fairy 
Tales, and nothing more. 

As an adolescent, Keith Nobbs 
(Connor) is determined to become a 
priest. But something below his waist 
indicates that a celibate life is not in 
his preordained future. He keeps an 
audio diary of his thoughts on a tape 
recorder so that the audience can keep 
tabs on his inner life. His parents are- 
n't woke and they don’t know what to 
make of a boy who prefers reading to 
playing sports. As we watch him grow 
up, he admits to feeling confused and 
conflicted about his sexuality, but he 
continues to believe in God. Keith 
participates in church and even goes to 
confession — until a priest chastises 
him for being gay. 

And how do these two stories reso- 
nate with each other? They don’t. Not 
for a minute. For almost three hours, 

I strained to make any intellectual, 
emotional, or spiritual connection 
between Miriam and Keith. In their 
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The Good Book

own right, each character was familiar 
enough, with a believable story worth 
telling. But instead of finding a way to 
blend their lives together organically, 
the playwrights invented kooky inter- 
stitials. The game supporting cast kept 
showing up in occasional cameos, in 
outlandish costumes, to play notable 
persons such as Johannes Gutenberg 
(Denmo Ibrahim), King James (Wayne 
Wilcox) and King Solomon (Lance 
Gardner). 

Or was that turbaned fellow sup- 
posed to be King David? Regardless, 
these mini-plays or sketches-with- 
in-the-play were all diverting. They 
succeeded in being illustrative of Mir- 
iam’s secular fantasy life and Keith’s 
religious one. You could argue that 
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that’s the only connection needed to 
bind them. But The Good Book goes on 
to punish Miriam in a way that Keith 
never experiences. When her husband 
(Elijah Alexander) announces that he’s 
going to leave her because he’s been 
too afraid to tell her that he believes 
in God, it feels like the playwrights 
have stacked the deck against an athe- 
ist. She loves him and seems mature 
enough to accept his faith, but isn’t 
given the opportunity to do so. 
O’Toole, recognizable from a variety 
of movie and TV roles, relishes the 
part. It affords her an opportunity to 
be a truth-teller and to be spiteful, 
which feels like a welcome departure 
for her. Miriam carries the play’s agen- 
da in her DNA. She answers religious 


zealotry with her acerbic yet reasoned 
responses. Her tragic flaw is that she 
isn’t polite or politic enough to charm 
people. Is she being made to suffer for 
her rationality? As we neared the over- 
wrought ending, I had the (probably 
imagined) sense that O’Toole didn’t 
know why Miriam’s arc went from bad 
to worse, either. She didn’t need to 
earn the audience’s sympathy by being 
mistreated. As O’Toole plays her, Mir- 
iam is a sympathetic figure as soon as 
she starts to speak. 

As for the parable of Keith, every- 
thing turns out fine for him because, 
I suppose, he’s a true believer. Sure, 
he spent his formative years in agony 
but that’s because the good book told 
him to. But all he did after that was 





question his belief in God — he didn’t 
relinquish it. That puts him on a high- 
er spiritual plane than Miriam, who 
doesn’t rate without a set of monothe- 
istic beliefs. The Good Book is as puni- 
tive as the sacred text it attempts to 
parse. Miriam deserves her own happy 
ending, without a god or an author 
who takes the time to damn irreligious 
souls.

AWAMORI, ALL THE TIME

A question often worth return- 
ing to is what makes the struggling Cas- 
tro and the booming Mission so 
fundamentally different, as dining desti- 
nations? Beset by closures and vacancies 
of its own, it’s not as if the Mission isa 
utopia. But compared to its western 
neighbor, it’s an islet of stability in a tu- 
multuous world. 

With a few exceptions at the very 
top end — such as Frances, although 
Chef Melissa Periello’s attention has 
shifted toward its sister restaurant, 
Octavia, in recent years — the Castro 
functions best at the one-dollar-sign 
level, or for places patronized by peo- 
ple who are ready to party. Something 
about it resists much fancification, 
restaurant concepts that don’t have a 
four-second elevator pitch, or even the 
prioritization of food above alcohol. 

Its residential demographics may 
be incrementally less queer every year, 
but the Castro is primarily where you 
get drunk with your gay friends and 
let loose. It’s always going to be full 
of vodka-and-sodas and the clean-cut 
people who drink them because they

think they contain zero calories. 

But in sourer moments, | think a lot 
of the neighborhood’s troubles can be 
attributed to gay misogyny. A certain 
percentage of gay men, mostly but 
not necessarily middle-aged, mostly 
but not necessarily on the affluent 
side, sit down for a quiet dinner at a 
place that’s aiming to be “tasteful,” 
however you may define that slippery 
term. They then hear boisterous voices 
emanating from a table populated 
by younger women — with or with- 
out their gay friends — and bristle 
through the meal until it’s time to get 
the check. Out come the meanspirited 
assumptions: They’re definitely Marina 
girls. They think they can invade our 
space and get drunk and act all unin- 
hibited. We'll be lucky if we make it out 
the door without being puked on. And 
on and on. 

It’s worth asking these questions 
because of the curious case of 2223 
Market St., which is now Izakaya Sushi 
Ran after a two-year period as the 
slightly avant-garde Japanese restau- 
rant Nomica. Before that, it was Pesce, 
after Pesce relocated from Polk Street. 
Before that, it was the short-lived

Jake’s on Market. And before that, 

it was 2223, the iteration with the 
blandest name that lasted the longest. 
Meanwhile, next door, the chafing 
dishes in the buffet line at Tara Indian 
Cuisine have been replenished every 
day since time immemorial. 

Izakaya Sushi Ran, like Nomica, is 
an offshoot of the Sausalito power- 
house Sushi Ran, and its predecessor 
officially closed late last year after Chef 
Hirro Nagahara did what everyone 
else is doing and moved to L.A. If the 
concept was successful, they probably 
would have retained it, but the inte- 
rior got a redo — a good one, at that 
— and now yellowtail sashimi and 
spicy tuna maki rolls are on the menu. 

But this Sushi Ran isn’t running for 
safety. Rather, it’s all about awamori, 
the indica rice liquor from Okinawa 
that’s distilled (as opposed to sake, 
which is brewed). It’s heady stuff, 
served at 90 proof, perhaps in $30 to 
$36 flights of three one-ounce pours or 
in sample micro-pours if you’re curious 
and friendly enough. Consequently, 
Izakaya Sushi Ran’s awamori-centric 
specialty cocktail list is three items 
long, although not especially focused. 
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Avoid the unbalanced, $13 Naha mar- 
tini with its cucumber garnish and 
waves of solvent-y sweetness, for in- 
stance. The bar takes obvious pride in 
sourcing this rare spirit, but it doesn’t 
seem to have put to good use yet. 

For the most part, the food is all 
right. Elegant treats like a flavorful and 
almost pastel-colored ramen deviled 
egg with a strip of uni on top bang 
against clunkers like vegetable tempu- 
ra without any lightness or crispness 
at all. Don’t want to sense more than 
a faint whiff of anchovies in your sea- 
food salad? You got it. Care for a wan, 
unfinished-seeming bowl of Okinawa 
soba with pork soki (bone-in pork 
ribs)? That can be yours for $15. 

But some dishes are novelties that 
don’t feel like novelties. Consider the 
tsubugai, a whelk from the opposite 
end of the Japanese island chain, that’s 
fancied up like a vigorous escargot 
with cordyceps mushrooms and yuzu 
garlic butter. The seaweed salad, for 
all its too-faint fish accents, combined 
no fewer than half a dozen sprightly 
forms of marine vegetation into a web 
of textures, and the eggplant consisted 
of three baby bites shaved down to 
look as though they were wearing little 
hats. 

Tori, a chicken tempura served with 
chipotle-tartar sauce, wasn’t as doughy 
as the vegetable equivalent, but in 
this age of ubiquitous karaage, it just 
feels lackluster. (The kitchen should 
have hung onto Nomica’s karaage-and- 
beer waffle, with matcha butter. Was 
it proprietary?) Jyushi, a bowl of rice 
with carrots, shiitake, and rafute — or 
Okinawan pork belly — was very satis- 
fying; they should serve a full portion. 
The very best and most satisfying thing 
across multiple visits was the goya 
champuru, a scramble of tofu, egg, and 
spam with bitter melon and quivering 
shavings of bonito flakes. 

But the biggest hurdle is that Iza- 
kaya Sushi Ran, yet another restaurant 
that calls itself a “gastropub” in spite of 
having zero connection to that term, 
doesn’t know who it’s for. Is it fair to 
say that they need less Golden State 
Warriors on TV and more Queer Eye? 
Or that the somber palette suggests an 
anniversary dinner while the awamori 
selection points to upscale pre-gam- 
ing? Admittedly, no — that’s an over- 
simplification. But in the simmering 
battle between Castro locals and 
fun-loving visitors, Izakaya Sushi Ran 
might end up pleasing no one.

Now: Panchita’s 
Pupuseria

It’s become a rite of passage for any 
newcomer to San Francisco to visit the 
Mission and follow their noses to 16th 
Street, where they'll find some of the 
most legendary street food in the city. 
But more often than not, that means 
Mexican items like burritos and tacos, 
ignoring the Salvadorean treat known 
as pupusas. 

Every evening at Panchitas Pupuseria 
No. 2, cooks set up a grill outside the 
storefront, where they can be found 
pounding dough into small Frisbee-sized 
discs, speckled with fillings like pork, 
mushrooms, and jalaperio. Once these 
pupusas are pinched and palmed to their 
ideal size, they’re splattered onto the 
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grill and cooked until they’re gold- 
en-brown and cheese bursts from their 
sides. Foldable and petite, pupusas are a 
great street food for when you're drunk 
and ravenous (or you just need a snack 
on your commute home). 

After the piping-hot pupusas 
come off the grill, they’re doused in a 
homemade hot sauce and pickled cab- 
bage slaw. The cold, crunchy toppings 
complement the molten cheese and 
the tangy, vinegary slaw adds a com- 
plex element to an otherwise simple 
cornmeal pancake. Everything blends 
together beautifully in this elegant, 
greasy mess. 

Owner Doris Campos has taken 
her simple recipe from her home in 
Chirilagua, El Salvador, and brought 
it here to the Bay Area, where she now 
has three Panchita’s locations. What 
Campos brought with her from Central 
America has now grown into a San 
Francisco staple. And in the Mission, 
where we're constantly losing iconic 
establishments to soaring rents and 
demographic shifts, it’s nice to still be 
able to get a $5 dinner from a place 
that isn’t going anywhere anytime 
soon. j Muchos gracias, Panchitas!

WesBurger N’ 
More Adds Tex- 
Mex Breakfast

Virtually every place in San 


Francisco that serves flour tortillas 
sources them from the inimitable La 


! 


Palma Mexicatessen, the 66-year-old es- 
tablishment on 24th Street that rightly 
has something of a lock on them. 

But that doesn’t mean there isn’t 
room for variety, especially when 
venturing out of Mexican food proper 
and into the realm of Tex-Mex. As of 
Saturday, May 25, WesBurger N’ More 
will roll out breakfast tacos, migas, and 
other staples of the Dallas-Fort Worth 
Metroplex by way of a certain valley in 
New Mexico. After experimenting at 
length, chef-owner Wes Rowe came up 
with a vegetarian breakfast taco made 
with smoky, fermented Hatch chilies, 
and there’s a meatier version made 
with house-smoked brisket. 

Because it’s a burger restaurant at 
heart, there’s also a Breakfast Smash 
that starts with a sausage patty made 
from ground brisket that’s then 
smashed on the griddle for a nice Mail- 
lard crust, then combined with a fluffy 
second patty consisting of egg-and- 
queso, plus a slice of American cheese. 
(It’s almost dizzying.) 

WesBurger’s Nashville Hot Chicken 
is already well-regarded, and now in 
the morning there’s a chicken fried 
chicken sandwich made with a que- 
so-egg patty and scallions, plus pobla- 
no gravy. If you have a hankering for 
Texas toast, a PB&J made from two 
slices with house-made jalapefio-straw- 
berry jam and peanut butter gets 
deep-fried in a savory-sweet beer 
batter then receives the full bourbon 
syrup, candied bacon, and whipped 
cream treatment. Who’s mom would 
ever pack that in a brown paper bag? 
Someone whose mom swatted them on 
the behind to run and catch the school 
bus, that’s who. 

Through The Den, its bar-within-a- 
restaurant, Wes Burger is already open 
until 3 a.m. on Friday and Saturday 
nights. And now you can practically eat 
four meals a day there on the weekend.

Willkommen 
Is Pretty 
Welcoming 


The eternally vacancy-addled 
Castro just got an appealing new opening 
in the form of Willkommen, a beer gar- 
den from Black Hammer Brewing, a craft 
firm whose main tap room is on Bryant 
Street in SoMa. Sometimes, food busi- 
nesses housed in lots of poured-concrete 
construction can feel soulless and sterile, 
but this one — on Market Street near 
Sanchez — is worth flexing your biceps 
for a hearty “Prost” over some picnic ta- 
bles. 

Rosa Weisen is the gay day at Okto- 
berfest in Munich, but that’s not em- 
bedded in the DNA here, schwestern, 
as Willkommen is more LGBTQ-friend- 
ly than specifically gay. (At the risk 
of trafficking in reverse stereotypes, 
they were playing a Warriors game the 
other night.) Nor is it particularly Pla- 
ya-tastic, unlike the trippy-industrial 
decor at the other Black Hammer. Us- 
ing readily identifiable tap heads and a 
nifty, 1980s digital clock-style display, 
there are about 10 beers — mostly 
German, but with a few IPAs and other 
quintessentially American styles — 
plus pub fare like fries, pretzels with 
beer cheese and mustard, and brats 
from the Lower Haight’s famed Rosa- 
munde Sausage Grill. And how cool is 
it that .beer is now a viable url ending? 

Just across Sanchez Street is the 
empty space that used to be Botellon, 
formerly Hecho Cantina, formerly 
Hecho, which couldn't pull through in 
spite of any number of pivots. That it’s 
on the ground floor of a wedge-shaped 
building of recent vintage would seem 
like a bad sign. But Willkommen has 
that easy-to-comprehend factor going 
for it (as well as plenty of topiary and 
artfully arranged sound dampeners 
hanging from the ceiling). Nailing a 
simple, party-friendly format seems to 
be the recipe for long-term success in 
the Castro. Viel Gliick! PLK

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Little Feat

’s been 50 years since Bill Payne 


tried to audition for Frank Zappa in San 
Francisco. He didn’t reach Zappa, but he 
did meet songwriter and multi-instru- 
mentalist Lowell George — and the two 
went on to form Little Feat, the pro- 
to-jam band with influences that range 
from rock’n’ roll and blues to gospel and 
jazz, and a distinctive, elastic sound an- 
chored by slide guitar and keyboard licks. 
Tragic deaths, lineup changes, and long 
hiatuses ensued. But despite it all, the 
Feat remain anchored to where they 
started all those years ago. 

“Little Feat is much bigger than 
anybody in this band — it’s an atti- 
tude,” says keyboardist Payne. “It’s a 
vehicle we've been able to use to play 
and combine genres of music that 
youd usually have to be eight to 10 
bands to play. It’s still laid out the way 
Lowell and I laid it out years back.” 

That blueprint centered around a 
philosophy of musical flexibility, which 
can be summarized thusly: “Let’s keep 
it elastic.” 

That elasticity allowed Little Feat 
to wind between genres, while regu- 
larly producing a roster of hit songs 
that have become classic rock canon, 
including “Dixie Chicken,” “Fat Man 
in the Bathtub,” “Sailing Shoes,” “Oh 
Atlanta,” and “Willin’.” It’s also allowed 
them to adjust to the changes wrought 
by time: initially disbanding in 1979, 
George's death shortly thereafter, and 
the eight-year hiatus that followed. 

Despite it all, guitarist Paul Barrere, 
who joined in 1972, thinks that the 
sound, and the songs, have held up. 





“When we put the band back to- 
gether [in 1987], we made a promise 
to ourselves that if the sound wasn’t 
as good as on the old albums that we 
wouldn’t go forward,” he recalls. “We 
played ‘Hate to Lose Your Loving’ back 
to back with “Dixie Chicken, and you 
couldn't tell what era each was from. 

It was timeless! Because we were so 
different and so eclectic, you can’t pi- 
geonhole it anywhere.” 

Little Feat formed in 1969 when 
Payne met George, who had been play- 


ing with Zappa’s Mothers of Invention. 


He'd written “Willin’,” a long-haul 
trucker’s road testimony rich with 
country twang and blatant drug ref- 
erences: “If you give me weed, whites, 
and wine / And you show me a sign / 
Pll be willin’... to be movin’.” 

Zappa was so struck by George’s 
talent as a songwriter — or so unwill- 
ing to play a song about dope — that 
he instructed George to form his own 
band. Or so the legend goes. 

“That’s true!” Payne confirms. 
“Granted, I didn’t know why Lowell 
was forming his own band... Just that 
he was.” 

Barrere joined three years later, 
having known George since their days 
at Hollywood High School. He’d audi- 
tioned for the band in its earliest days, 
too. 

“Td been playing in a garage band 
in Laurel Canyon that was kind of 
a cross between Led Zeppelin and 
Captain Beefheart,” he says. George 
was impressed, and handed Barrere a 
bass, instructing him to show up at an 
address for an audition the next day. 
Not versed in bass guitar — or reading

charts — Barrere didn’t make the cut. 

“But I did convince him that if he 
decided he needed a second guitarist, I 
was right there in the wings,” he says. 

Some years later, that’s exactly what 
happened. 

“My friend who was their road man- 
ager showed up with Sailing Shoes and 
said, ‘Learn all these songs and you're 
in the band, ” Barrere adds. “I was like, 
‘No problem man, I’m on it.” 

That lineup was when Little Feat 
began to take off and home in ona 
distinctive, New Orleans-influenced 
sound, packing venues with its dynam- 
ic live shows. 

“People don’t realize that Little Feat 
was in the forefront of that whole jam 
band movement,” says Barrere. “In 
some ways, we were more sophisticat- 
ed. ... Our jams always had, and have, 
entrance and exit riffs. They have some 
structure.” 

That spontaneity is still a core part 
of the Little Feat experience. 

“We get to improvise, and be mu- 
sicians more than anything else. I 
don’t know that I could be in a band 
that played the same notes night after 
night,” he says. 

Payne, who now primarily plays 
with The Doobie Brothers, finds that 
the solos are one of the key differen- 
tiating factors in his experience with 
Little Feat. He also fondly remembers 
soloing with departed band members 
Richie Hayward (who passed away in 
2010) and George. 

“There are solos that I’ve taken with 
those guys that are like birds in flight, 
dive bombing the canyons below,” he 
says. 


Hayward and George’s shadows 
loom large over the band’s legacy, but 
Payne and Barrere agree that, while 
irreplaceable, their legendary former 
members don’t necessarily define 
them. As he thinks about it, Payne 
recalls an early experience as a fan of a 
band with an often changing lineup. 

“Back in the day, I went to see The 
Yardbirds in Pismo Beach,” he says. 

“I wanted to hear Jeff Beck, and he’s 
not there! We’re all grumbling, ‘Who’s 
that guitar player? I guess he’s pretty 
good...’ And it’s Jimmy Page. That was 
a real eye-opener.” 

“There’s only one Richie Hayward, 
and there’s only one Lowell George,” 
Payne continues. “But I think that if 
you re honoring the music, then you're 
honoring the two of them and, ulti- 
mately, you're honoring the band.” 

Honor them they will at a May 
28 show at the Fox Theater, a part of 
Little Feat’s 50th Anniversary Tour. 
The Feat don’t play together all that 
often, but when they do, per Payne, it’s 
like getting together with the oldest 
and truest of friends. Not much has 
changed. 

Well, Barrere notes, they tour a lit- 
tle less aggressively than they used to. 

“Let’s face it: I’m almost 71. Now, 
we need to work in time to recharge 
the batteries,” he says. “It’s like the 
scene in The Wizard of Oz when all 
those characters get shined up!” 

Their experiences in the Bay Area 
are a little tamer than they used to be, 
too. Payne recalls a particularly wild 
night at the Avalon Ballroom that in- 
cluded a few too many hits of LSD, fol- 
lowed by a round of Acapulco Gold at a 
friend’s apartment in the Haight. 

“That was the Bay Area for me back 
then,” he says. “Being higher than one 
would ever want to be!” 

Despite coming back to earth, Little 
Feat still know how to fly high while 
playing live. Payne promises a rocking 
time, maybe with a surprise guest or 
two. And Barrere is confident that 
good vibes are a given. 

“T always tell everybody that when 
they come to a Little Feat show, they’ll 
leave smiling,” he says. “Get up and 
dance! And get ready to get blown 
away.

When L.A. punks The Regrettes 
formed in 2015 and then released the 
Feel Your Feelings Fool! album two years 
later, they offered something refresh- 
ingly different to a scene in danger of 
stagnating. There was no forced snotti- 
ness or Hot Topic fashion, little in the 
way of tired ska influences — and it 
wasn't overtly riot grrvl, either. 

The Regrettes, led by the inimi- 
table Lydia Night — who previously 
smashed her way into many minds 
with her duo Pretty Little Demons — 
are not about posturing.

of spiked hair, safety pins, and torn 
clothes. Rather, the band is all about 
real-life tales of their genuine experi- 
ences.

The sound is a glorious mix of me- 
lodic punk rock and 1960s girl-group. 
The second Regrettes album is due 
out this summer and, judging by the 
“Dress Up” single that just dropped, 
power-pop elements have been added 
to the mix. It’s a potent brew. Night 
is the songwriter, and she’s gifted — 
poetry and melody are comfortable 
of bedfellows in her care. That said, 
on this new album, Night says that 
the other members have been more 
involved. 

The new album is “so ready to go,” 
Night says. “It’s all done. I’m so fucking 
excited about it, oh my God. We’ve 
been working on it ever since our first 
one came out really, because of the 
writing. It’s been happening for a few 
years. Recording was about five weeks. 
I think every artist grows, some more 
obviously than others. We definitely 
have. This album’s a lot more of a col- 





laboration between the band. It’s just 
different. I’m just older, and so the 
music feels more mature.” 

“Dress Up” is a suave, driving pop- 
punk gem that Night says is indicative 
of the direction on the new record, 
while stressing that each tune is differ- 
ent. That’s great though, because there 
are shades of Joan Jett and Suzi Qua- 
tro bad-assery on there — and a bit of 
Chrissie Hynde, too. Night puts that 
all down to a newfound confidence 
that naturally comes through growth, 
as well as some of the cool jams that 
she’s been cramming into her rapidly 
evolving mind. 

“T’ve been listening to a lot of early 
Strokes, a lot of Exploding Hearts, 
and The Replacements,” Night says. 
“Lots of Blondie. All over the place, 
really. But you can hear a lot of those 
particular things, I think, influencing 
this album. I’ve had an obsession with 
The Replacements. I’m a big power-pop 
person. This album’s a lot more like 
that.” 

At the end of 2018, The Regrettes 
put out “Poor Boy,” a much-needed 
anti-Brett Kavanaugh anthem anda 
rare foray into politics. Night says that, 
while that song was something they 
had to get out of their system after 
watching the confirmation unfold on 
TV, they also knew that the album 
would be a much more personal affair. 

“The album is a love story — the 
good and the bad,” Night says. “That’s 
what influenced it — falling in and 
out, and hating someone that you 
have also loved. Figuring it out. It goes 
through many extremes, to say the 
least. The Kavanaugh thing was some- 
thing we wanted to get out because 
we were feeling it and knew that there 
wasn't much of that on the album. So 
this is definitely kind of a personal, 
emotional album.” 

Also not on the album is the cover 
of Queen’s classic “Don’t Stop Me 
Now,’ recorded for a Silk ad campaign. 
It’s a genuinely thrilling take on the old 
standard: timely because of the recent 
Queen biopic plus the tours with Adam 
Lambert, but also exciting because of 
the injection of youthful, wild energy 
that The Regrettes add. 

“We're huge Queen fans,” Night 
says. We actually did it for a com- 
mercial, and so when we got the call

for that, we were like, “This is going 
to be so easy and fun because we love 
that song and are passionate about it 
already.’ ” 

The Regrettes are preparing fora 
tour with Against Me!, and the band 
should be well-rested after they were 
forced to cancel a tour with Oakland 
indie-punks SWMRS because of some 
vocals issues for Night. 

“T'm all good now,” she says. “It was 
really scary, but I'll be OK. I’m just 
dealing with my shit. I’ve struggled 
with nodules and a lot of vocal issues, 
and had to cancel shows before. It’s a 
big concern when I start having flare- 
ups. My voice was really inflamed, and 
I think a big thing was we had just 
come off a six-week tour, that we had 
in-ears [custom-made monitors] the 
whole tour for the first time. That was 
such a big help for my voice, because 
you can hear yourself, you're not 
pushing. Then the first show without 
in-ears in a long time, we pushed really 
hard. It’s not something to fuck with, 
and I’ve learned how extreme you need 
to be with it.” 

Night says she’s never met the vari- 
ous members of Against Me!, but she’s 
inspired by singer Laura Jane Grace’s 
story. Above all, she’s excited because 
her dad introduced her to Against Me! 
when she was a kid — so she views 
these shows as a sort of “full circle” 
thing. As for the set, Night suggests 
that we'll likely hear some new songs. 

“A lot of fiery energy because we’re 
going to be so excited to be back up 
on stage, that’s for sure,” she says. “I 
actually have no idea if the Against Me! 
crowd will like us, but I’m ready to find 
out. We're just gonna go for it.” 

After that, there will be more tour- 
ing. After all, this is only the beginning 
of the tour cycle in support of the new 
album. All the while, this excellent 
band will continue to evolve as they 
soak in the world around them and 
prepare for album number three. 

There’s no stopping them now.

Even with only one full-length album in their discography, Black Star have 
established themselves as one of the most important acts to come out of the 
1990s underground hip-hop scene. The Brooklyn duo, comprised of Talib 
Kweli and Yasiin Bey — formerly known as Mos Def — began performing 

as Black Star in 1997, and along with other members of the Native Tongues 
Posse, they helped usher in a new era of social and politically conscious 
hip-hop, bringing much needed new energy to the genre after the untimely 
deaths of Tupac Shakur and The Notorious B.I.G. The duo released their 1998 
self-titled debut album to unanimous critical praise. On it, the duo reflect on 
issues affecting the African-American community in an articulate and precise 
manner, sharing stories that were unknown to the world at large. Considered 
by fans and critics alike to be among the best in all of hip-hop, Black Star was 
instrumental in bringing the underground into the spotlight. Kweli and Bey 
have gone on to work on many other commercially and critically successful 
projects, and both have established themselves as legends in their own right. 
They've hinted that a new Black Star album may be on the way, but in the 
meantime, their debut remains just as strikingly relevant today as it did more 
than 20 years ago upon its release.

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HARD FEELINGS

I keep running into the same issue with my best 
friend of five years. (She’s also my maid of honor 
at my upcoming wedding.) We're both empaths— 
most of my friends are—and we're both in therapy 
working on how to cope with that. I have severe 
anxiety that impacts my physical health, so one 
of the empath-related issues I'm working on is not 
following through with plans when I need to take 
time alone. My friend claims she understands this 
but my actions severely impact her mood. Example: 
We'll make tentative plans to get together, I'll feel too 
sick to follow through, and then she’s in a negative 
emotional spiral for days. The final straw came when 
she called me late this past Friday night—just once, 
with no subsequent voice mail, text message, or 
follow-up call. On Monday morning, I sent her a text 
message asking how her weekend was and got an 
icy reply. Evidently, something happened to her on 
Friday, she called me for support, and my failure to 
return her call left her feeling very upset. I apologized 
for the accidental trigger and tried to lay down some 
protocols for reaching out in an emergency situation 
(leave me a voice mail and send a follow-up text) 
so I know it’s urgent. She hasn't replied. I’m really 
frustrated. She has a lot of baggage around being 
shamed for being emotional, so I try to be careful not 
to invalidate her feelings, but I don’t know if that’s 
even making a difference. We've had several conflicts 
over the last year, always triggered by something I 
did or said, almost always accidentally, that caused 
her to “take a step back.” She insists she understands 
I’m doing my best to be a good friend while also 
working through my own emotional shit. But that’s 
not the sense I’m getting. I’m feeling increasingly like 
it’s impossible to be a human being AND her friend. 
Until recently, I had zero emotional boundaries and 
made myself available to her at a moment's notice to 
help shoulder her emotional burden. But now that I’m 
trying to be more conservative with my abundance 
and take better care of myself, it seems like all I do is 
hurt her. What the fuck do I do? I've tried to be open- 
minded and patient with her dramatic mood swings, 
but she seems unable to give me the benefit of the 
doubt, which I always try to give her. This rocky 
ground between us is adding more stress to the whole 
wedding situation. (You're supposed to be able to rely 
on your maid of honor, right?) This thing we have is 
not sustainable as it is, although I love her deeply. 
Help me figure this out? 

Emotions Making Personal Affection Too Hard 


Being so attuned to other people’s emotional 
states that you feel their pain—being an 
empath—sounds exhausting. But Lori Gottlieb, 
a psychotherapist in private practice, isn’t 
convinced your empath superpowers are the 
problem here. 

“EMPATH’s moods seem overly dependent 
on what the other person does,” said Gottlieb. 
“That’s not being ‘an empath.’ Most people are 
empathetic, which isn’t the same as what these 
two are doing. They’re drowning in each other’s 
feelings. This is what pop culture might call 
codependency, and what in therapy we’d call an 
attachment issue.” 

From your letter, EMPATH, it sounds like 
you might be ready to detach from your friend— 
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you mentioned a final straw and described the 
relationship as not sustainable—and detaching 
would resolve this attachment issue. 

“This feels less like a friendship and more 
like a psychodrama where they’re each playing 
out their respective issues,” said Gottlieb. “A 
friendship isn’t about solving another person’s 
emotional issues or being the container for 
them. It isn’t about being devastated by another 
person’s feelings or boundaries. It should be a 
mutually fulfilling relationship, not being co- 
therapists to each other. In a strong friendship, 
each person can handle her own emotions rather 
than relying on the friend to regulate them for 
her.” 

Gottlieb started writing an advice column 
because, unlike psychotherapists, advice 


columnists are supposed to tell people what to do. 


I’m guessing your therapist mostly asks questions 
and gently nudges, EMPATH, but since Gottlieb 
has her advice-columnist hat on today and not 
her psychotherapist hat, I asked her to tell you 
what to do. 

“She should act more like a friend than a 
therapist/caretaker,” said Gottlieb. “She shouldn't 
treat her friend or herself as if they’re too fragile 
to handle basic communication or boundaries. 
And they should both be working out their issues 
with their respective therapists, not with each 
other.” 

And if you decide to keep this woman in 
your life (and your wedding party), EMPATH, 
you ll both have to work on—sigh—your 
communication skills. 

“Right now, they don’t seem to know how 
to communicate directly with each other,” said 
Gottlieb. “It’s either an icy text or complaining 
to outside parties about each other. But when 
it comes to how they interact with each other, 
they’re so careful, as if one or both might break if 
they simply said, “Hey, I really care about you and 
I know sometimes you want to talk about stuff, 
but sometimes it feels like too much and maybe 
something you can talk to your therapist about.
